eign rulers of old Bohemia and 
founded the Republic of Czecho- 
slovakia. Bones lived to see the 
day when the government he had 
founded was torn down again — 
and from the inside. 


Communists working in concert 


with Russia organized" demonstra- 
tions against the duly-elected pres- 
ident and parliament —• and Bonos 
chose to give up the presidency 
rather than carry on as a discredit- 
ed figurehead for the conspirators. 
He retired from public life and 
may be presumed to have died of a 
broken heart.

man's story for all 
Americans. 


And this is why: 


The Czechs have everything it 


takes to make democracy work. 
They are thrifty, intelligent and 
courageous,

But. 
unlike the Swiss, the Czechs 


had no mountain fortress to hole 
up in when powerful neighbors 
acted ugly. 


Democracy is man's ideal way

Many Americans have only a 


shadowy notion of what it takes to 
create and hold together a self- 
governing nation.It you were to ask 
the people in the street what de-

A M E N D M E N T NO. 40 


SUBMITTEDBY 


FIFTY-SIXTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SEN- 


ATE OF THE STATE OF AR- 
KANSAS AND BY THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES, A MA- 
JORITY OF ALL THE 
MEM- 
BERS 
ELECTED

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment to the. 
Constitution of the Slale of Ar- 
kansas, and upon being submitted 
to Ihe electors o' the Stale for ap- 
proval or rejection at thc next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority ot Iho 
electors voting thereon, at'such an 
election, adopl such amendment, 
the same shall become a part of 
the constitution of the Stale ul Ar- 
Kansas, to-wit: 


SECTION I. Amendment No. 11 


to the Constitution of the Slate ot 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 


vide for the support of commoa 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax ot one dollar, 
to be assessed on every male m- 
habitanl of this State over (lie age 
of twenty-one years; and school dis- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vole ot ihe qualified electors 
respectively thereof an ar.nual lax 
for the maintenance of schools, the 
erection and equipment of school 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, thc amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 
school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty (60) days in advance of the 
annual school election a proposed 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary to provide for the foregoing 
purposes, together with a rate of 
tax levy sufficient to provide thc 
funds therefor, including the rate 
under any continuing levy for thi? 
retirement of indebtedness. 
If 
a 


majority of the qualified voters in 
said school district voting in the an- 
nual school election shall approve 
the rate of tax so proposed liy the' 
Board of Directors, then, the- tax 
at the rate so approved shall be 
collected as provided by law. In 
the event a majority of 'said quali- 
fied electors voting in said annual 
school election shall disapprove Die 
proposed rate of tax, then the tax 
shall be collected at thc rate ap- 
proved in the last prececding an- 
nual school election. 


Provided, that no such tax shall 


bo appropriated for any other pur- 
pose nor to any other district than 
that for which it is levied.
